8. LAND OWNERSHIP 
IN ISRAEL 1949 
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About 90% of Jewish-owned lands were large tracts purchased at 
exorbitant prices (up to $1,000 per acre in 1944) from absentee 
landlords (e.g. The Jezreel Valley, 56 thousand acres, from the 
Sursuk family of Beirut). 

The amount of land and property expropriated by Arab 
governments (e.g. Iraq, Egypt) from Jews was much greater than 
that abandoned by Arabs in Israel.
